been written of storms. 
California 


has its own peculiar storms, storms 
on the high Sierras, where 
snow 


falls silently and stealthily until the 
avalanche gathers and dashes down 
to the de*p canyons beneath. Such 
storms as these made the fearful ex- 
periences of the Donuer parly pos- 
sible, and many books have been 
written recounting tlie fearful hard- 
ships they endured and the trag- 
edles'that overwhelmed them. 
But 


there are windstorms on the high 
Sierras that lead to such vivid de- 
scriptions, as are 
given 
elsewhere 


from the pen of John Muir. Then, 
on tho inland lakes, such as Tahoe 
and other Alpine bodies ot water, 
sudden windstorms break, and many 
pages have been written describing 
these. There are desert sandstorms 
ns pictured In Otis I^oweii Recce's 


"Old 
Mohave Trail," and rainstorms, 


accompanied by great floods. While 
our ocean Is called the "Pacific," the 
occasional storms that ravage our 
coast led John H. Whltson, in his 
"Barbara, a Woman of the West." 
to give a very vivid scene, which was 
the result of an experience he had 
near Point I-oma. The hero of the 
story had taken some friends out 
into tho Pacific

harbor and a storm Is coining up. 
Now let the author speak:

space, but of seed, and that is important 
In this day of scarcity. 
Plant seeds 


shallow, unless special directions tell you 
otherwise. 
An old "rule ' Is 'to plant to 


a depth equal to five limes the width of 
the seed. 
Depth of planting also de- 


pends somewhat upon the kind of soil. 
If it Is heavy clay or soi! that la con- 
tinually moist the planting should be 
shallower than in ;sandy or dry 
soil, 


However, It is Important that you plant 
all seeds of the same kind in the same 
row at the same depth. This gives uni- 
formity of growth. 
Unless the soil Is 


wet the beds should be firmed down on 
top before the rows are,-marked off. 
Fine raking will do this, especially if 
you finish the job by 
smoothing 
the. 


8urfa.ce with ihe back of the rake. When 
seeds are In. the soil should be- firmed 
over them by pressing down the. earth 
with a. .hoe. 
ij'e.Y.er pack the soil hard. 


PREPARING THE. WAR GARDEN, 
Ueep /jigging 'will loosen up the plant 


food In the soil and make it available 
for the roo,ts through which the plants' 
live. 
Spading should;; be from; eight to 


fifteen Inches deep, -but care shou.'d be 
taken not to dig. so deep as to bury the 
rich top "soil under poor sbil which lies 
beneath. Proper preparation of t lie soil- 
will repay the wargardener, and cultiva- 
tion of the ground afterwards cnnnol 
'make up for lack of " pood spading or 
plowing before the' planting' is done. In 
determining the time to spade, squeeze 
a 'handful of dirt and If It 
crumbles 


when released or dropped, it i.s right 
for working. Use a spading fork rather 
than a spade. 
It you have been able 


to procure manure, work it into Ihe soil 
while spacing. 
The soil probably needs 


liming for sourness.

Slaked lime i.s enough for 30 square feel, 
hut it should not be put in at the same 
time with the manure.

Straight to the^ north, perhaps ten 
minutes' 'walfi up (lie unforgettable 
hill, lies what is left ot Serlnges, the 
tragic., halt-obliterated village that 
Yankee troops captured the night 
before Kilmer was killed.

the great battle, .killed In the climax 
oC what T suppose was the- mightiest 
week his regiment had ever-iyknown.

gallant and irresistible charge across 
the river find up the hill, charging

get over my surprise at finding that 
all soldiers read verse, and most ot 
thorn rtvrite it. 
Most of them carry 


a little notebook in which they set 
down their own couplets and also 
copy off any poem that has touched 
or amused them. 


1 'found any number of men who 


had only lo I'vsh- about In their tat- 
tered blouses to brlnt; out the copy 
of a poem Kilmer wrote In memory 
of some of Iheir number who were 
killed by a shell In March. I made 
my own cony from the grimy, pages 
of one proffered diary, and I put It 
in for you to see. though it occurs 
to me It may have been published in 
the States long since. Ton wHI see 
ttiat there is a refrain .which \lis 
for bugle, notes, and 
f. am told that 


at 'the funeral service, where the. 
lines were first read, the desperately 
sad notes of "Taps" sounded faintly 
from a 'distant grove when tho re- 
frain Invoked them. The lines were 
road by Joyce's own beloved Father 
Duffy, and those who were there told, 
me the tears streamed 'down, tho 
face ot every boy In tho regiment. 
They just blubbered. 


I have put aside among my pnpers 


a detailed small-scale 
map which 


Shows the Ourcq battletleld and has 
Kilmer's grave marked on It. 
Some 


day, when I may forward such a 
document, T will sent! it to you and 
you can send it to Mrs. Kilmer, if 
you think It. would please her to 
have It. 


I wish I could reconstruct for you 


that rain-swept battlefield as I saw 
it. 
After we had turned our backs 


on the pitiful ruins of S'oringes there 
was nothing to remind us of war 
save the boom of the cannon hoard 
faintly 
from 
the direction of the 


Vesle and there on the hori'/on the 
sentinel balloons 
swaying ever so 


slightly in the wind. 
You must re- 


member that all this 
countryside 


has tieen qi.il!o outside the blasting- 
path of the armies onlf* len weeks 
before, so that only its village and 
the forests that have 
received a 


concentration from the big guns are 
really deeply scarred. 
This is not 


the bleak, blasted ho.ath of such a 
veteran 
front as the Chemin de^- 


Dames, but rather svich a fair, roll- 
ing country as our own Berkshlres, 
with fields still golden with unliar- 
vosted wheat. 
For Kilmer's grave 


T might have gathered poppies from 
the field or 
an armful of Queen 


Anne's Lace, but-as I picked my- way 
through the unspeakably 
foul and 


battered streets of Springes it oc- 
curred to me lo crawl over tile shpll- 
w rucked church yard 'wall and get 
a branch from the cypress there. 


Then, when T fount! Ihe grave, I 


saw I need not have brought any- 
thing, so eloquent

one hundred pounds soaking wet," !u» 
earned the admiration and love of all 
Fra-nce for flic heroic contribution she 
hM'made to the alleviation, of the suf- 
ierlngjthd wounded. 


Mrs. Hammond was one of the. first 


Slrls in her set to so manage life that 
she might achieve her high, purpose of 
Betting over to France. That waa at a 
time when there was much fun over tha

demand do not always operate, for 
is it not a fact-that the largest pro- 
ducers of good pictures are also the 
most 
valued 
as well- as the best 


known—Turner, Corot, Rembrandt, 
Jiaeburn? 
Yet there are some no- 


table examples of artists being both 
very rare yet very widely known. 


In a general way, It requires a 


large number of good pictures to an 
artist for him to be received into the 
ranks of those accepted as famous 
by the ordinary public; while at the 
sjunu time facing admitted to be so by 
thy special connoisseur. 
There are 


a small number of pn I liters whose 
names and general artiytic character- 
Isticw are 
known to nearly every 


practicing artist, .is well ay to th« 
majority o,f well-read lovers of pic- 
tures, and of these, Matthew Marls 
Is one of the most remarkable. 


"The art of Matthew Marls Is dif- 


fused with that air of subtle mystery 
which, while being somewhat incom- 
prehensible to the multitude, ren- 
ders his work exceedingly precious 
and entrancing to those whose feel- 
ings are In accord with the artist's 
method of expression.

given to few, at the first experience,

True It is that 
for nearly a decade he'nhowed great 
reluctance to permit any work to 
leave his little painting room; but 
also true la It that he was well cared 
for

friends; and his material needst very 
few and simple, were entirely satis- 
fied by a sympathetic housekeeper, 
who understood his wayward tem- 
perament. 


"His last hours were soothed by

the ministration of most careful at- 
tendants, and he passed aw.ay In the 
early hours of the morning without 
Suffering, while the previous day he 
had 
been unusually 
f u l l of move- 


ment." 


"Matthew Marls had no studio in 


the ordinary sense, and he deliber- 
ately preferred a.nd remained reso- 
lutely faithful to a tiny flat In West- 
bourne 
Square, 
Flays-water. 
One 


room was a combined tjedroom and 
sitting room, where he received the 
few visitors who sought him out, »nd 
the other he called his painting room, 
and into this nnly one or two Inti- 
mates were admitted."

return. 


While in that camp I saw a German 


airplane which had been brought down 
near by.

It la necessary In tha first place to 


warn the car owner to bo doubly vlgl- 
ant now as regards the quality of .tho 
.ubrlcant he uses. If an oil lacking In 
certain vital essentials tg used in the 
mechanical units. Its failure to provide 
a buffer between the moving parts may 
result In injury to the mechanism that 
will be disastrous. 
The question 
of 


partis replacement liaa reached a stage 
that is nearly critical, and tha proper 
lubrication Is insurance against the fail- 
ure of tho different moving parts. The 
proper person to decide Just what lu- 
bricant should be used in any given car 
Is the manufacturer of the vehicle. The 
car manufacturers maintain laboratories 
and experimental departments to make 
positively auro as to just what lubricant 
Is needed In each part of tho mechanism, 
and they are in better position than any 
private owner to be sure in tho matter. 
So \vh«n the car manufacturer suggests 
that such and such a make of oil of 
such and such a grade Eho'uld bo used, 
the car owner will do well to follow the 
directions Implicitly. 


ONE MISTAKE. 


One mistake that car owners some- 


times fall into is the purchase of a 
quantity of oil of unknown lineage, but 
cheap price, which the seller assures him 
is just as good as any of the well- 
known brands. It may be, but it prob- 
ably is not. 
There are a number of 


qualities that lubricating oil must pos- 
sess, if it I|^.o be efficient in a mechan- 
ism like ''Stlie automc|bllo, whore tlio 
parts run at high speed with consider- 
able heat. Such oil.must have requisite 
viscosity: it must be free from vege- 
table oils or foreign, substances, It must 
havo the proper specific gravity. It is 
Impossible for the private owner to make 
tests himself, but he can buy a branded 
oil with the certainty that they have 
been made for him. Lubrication la the 
worst possible place In which to at- 
tempt economies. 


Of course, every man who runs a car 


realize that the oil reservoir must bo 
kept filled to a certain level with cyl- 
inder oil. If this Is not done such parts 
as bearings, pistons, etc., will run dry 
and burn. But there are other parts 
such 
as 
tho transmission, rear axle 


gears, unlversals, etc., which operate at 
high speed and consequently need co- 
pious lubrication at all times, but which 
are often neglected. 
Moreover, there 


aro many other parts of tho mechan- 
ism where the movement Is not so rap- 
id.' but where friction, nevertheless, ex- 
ists and where there must be lubrlcan 
If excessive wear is to be obviated. For 
Instance, there 13 tho steering system 
there, IB constant movement through- 
out tills system, even on the smoothes 
road. It Is not violent movement, bu 
unless adequate lubrication Is secured 
there will be excessive wear.

ship.

San Marino has Just held Its first na- 


tional congress for agreeing: upon a. pro- 
gram for readjusting Itself to the condi- 
tions which Europe will be facing: with 
the closs of tho war. Its action In" this 
raspect corresponds to' steps that are 
already being: token Ih other belligerent 
countries. 


The- congress was attended by dele- 


gates coming from every part of tha 30 
square miles comprised within th& na- 
tional boundaries of the republic of Sail 
Martiio. 
Some of tho delegates from, 


near the frontier of the little republic 
were thus obliged to travel as far as 
five or six miles. As San Marino boasts 
an excellent automobile service In place 
of railways, thia voyage did not necos- 
sarlly Involve any great sacrifice of time 
or effort. 


UNIQUE IN WAR. 


The position of San Marino In the 


present war Is somewhat unique. 
Al- 


though San Marino has not declared war 
ngrnlnst tho Central Empires she Is at 
war with Austria, 
between tho little 


This state of 
republic 
and 
the 


HapEburg dual monarchy has nothing'to 
do with tha causes of the present war. 
San Marino's rank as a belligerent comes 
about in this way. 


During the Italian war for liberation 


against Austria, and the driving: of the 
latter out of yie northern provinces of 
Italy, San Marino joined Italy In . the 
common fight for liberty. Following the 
victorious outcome of the struggle, Aus- 
tria signed terms of peace with Italy 
but haughtily refuged to have anything 
to do with tho little republic of San Ma- 
rino. As the two never signed 
peace 


terms it naturally follows that the state 
of war which existed between 
them 


never ceased to exist, and that theoret- 
ically at least tlie two have beeri at war 
ever since. 
• 


NOT FORGOTTEN. 


That Austria has not forgotten her 


haughty attitude toward lier microsco- 
scoplc adversary Is Indicated by a dip- 
lomatic incident that occurred In tho 
early ixvrt of the present war. Several 
inhabitants of San Marino having been 
interned In Austria, tho little- republic, 
through intervention 
of , 'the 
United 


States Ambassador at Vienna,-asked for 
their release. 


The very haughty reply of Austria 


was that the little, 
republic 
having 


grossly violated her neutrality during 
the course 
of 
tho present war, the 


House ot Hapsburg could not accede to 
tho request for- the release or Use San 
Marino citizens. 


Some 300 able-bodied citizens out of 


the total San Marino population of II,- 
000 have volunteered for service In the 
ranks of the Italian and allied armies. 


As to the program which San M'arino 


lias adopted for meeting tho situation 
that will confront her after the war. It. 
follows largely the steps that have been 
and are being taken by Italy. 
There 


will be obligatory o'.d-age pensions, as 
well as insurance against disease and 
accidents; likewise a program.for great- 
er and moro intense agricultural devel- 
opment and for co-operative agricultural 
societies.

WHAT WINS FRIENDSHIP?. 


That Is the economical ^vay, and the only way In 


which tho cost oC distribution can bo kept down. Every 
separate society means more overhead charges. 


But what becomes of individual effort? It is suggested. 


"We want to do something more than give money. We 
want to glvo personal service. Of course, I should like 
to see women In the United States In tho samo close 
personal touch with tho government and with the 
army and navy, as the. women of England are. I should 
like to sea over here an organization of women like 
the British "Women's Army Auxiliary Corps, tho "Waacs" 
as they are called. These women are regularly enlisted 
members of tho army. They sign up for tho duration 
of 'the war, they aro under the war ministry, they aro 
subject to discipline, they have their own officers, a 
uniform, they live In barracks and they aro paid by 
the government. 


The "Waacs" are organized to take the places of 


men who aro needed to flghL 
They do all kinds of 


clerical work, they cook, wait on table at officers' mesa, 
they have charge of supplies, they have almost entirely 
taken over the signal branch, telephoning and tele- 
graphing, and the like. There really seems to he little 
that tho "Waacs" haven't taken over In trie way of 
civilian tasks. 
They even assist the veterinarians In 


taking care of sick and wounded horses and mules.

. If the officers of a regiment are as xcalous, thoughtful and resourcefU 
as they ought to be, the men are as well taken caro of as they would !x 
at home. I have in mind a model officer, a young first lieutenant, a Yal| 
man, in command of a company of negro stevedores, at one of the grea] 
ports which we are using in l^rancf. 
• These men were all from tho cotton fields of Georgia and Alabama anl 
the levees of tho lower Mississippi.

When spring camo this resourceful young lieutenant planted a garden

Because ho possessed many o 
the housekeeping Instincts of a woman. 


Not all, perhaps not many, officers in our army have housekeeping In 
stlncts, nor havo they time to do what this young Yalo man did.

housekeeping work of Iho rirmy ouirht to Ivo.lo a vr-.ry great extent In thi 
hands of women. It la the work they know how to do. It is important 
and women would bo as proud to succeed in It as the soldiers aro to wl] 
victories.

Do You Really Understand 


Lamps?- 


Let us go back to tho match- Per- 


haps you may use It for lighting a 
kerosene lamp Instead of. a candle. In 
thla case, iho wide flames up brightly, 
giving you a strong, soft, steady light 
as 
iho kerosene oil Is Ignited, after 


being drawn upward by the marvelous 
phenomenon known as capillary attrac- 
tion—you will learn about that' when 
you-study physics. There is no doubt 
that a well-made kerosene lamp Is less 
dangerous than a candle, but It still 
Is far from being eafo In tlio bands ot 
careless people. 
Some authorities In- 


sist that glass lamps should never be 
used. 
They aro easily broken, and It 


Is asserted that accidents more easily 
occur while they are lighted- 
If your 


family is buying a n&w lamp, take the 
first step toward safety by getting one 
that Is made of metal and has a. heavy 
baso; then begin your precautions by 
never filling It except by daylight. After 
filling, make sure that the caps and 
burners aro tightly screwed into place, 
and that the outsldo of the reservoir 
la wiped clean of oil. 


Next comes the question of where the 


lamp should be placed. This Is import- 
ant. 
See that it does not stand too 


near the edge of a table or In ap- 
position where It Is likely to bo struck; 


,t olsb; that it Is not'allowed to come 


loo close to curtains, paper-, or any- 
thing which takes fire easily, 
A little 


caro on this point will add a great deal 
to safety. 
' 


But It Is In the uso of the lamp that 


How about 
the burners? - Are they 


clean? , They should occasionally be 
bollefl In' water 'containing soda, lye, or 
a strong soap solution, so^iat tho flamo 
will not Bmell nor sputter. 


Tho wick, of course, should be kept 


flamo that shoots up at one point gives 
a, poor, smoky light and may crack the 
chimney. 
The lower end of tlio wiclc 


should bo well covered with oil and tho 
wick should: fit snugly In tho burner. If 
you notice a little open space on either 
side of tlio burner, do not light tho 
lamp until you have got a new wick 
that fits snugly. Take no chances. 


It is. not wlsft to leave a burning.

Game Laws 


Laws for the protection of game and fish.have 


been found necessary because of ruthlessness'of 
men. 
So many species with which the conti- 


nent abounded when civilization invaded it have 
been exterminated that game protection was 
felt to be necessary. The most notable ex- 
ample of specie extermination is that of the pas- 
senger pigeon. 
Those who lived in the middle 


west fifty years ago and remember the spring 
migration of these birds—how for days the eky 
would be darkened by their flight—will wonder 
how they could have so completely disappeared as 
io make a single pair almost invaluable and all 
but unprocurable. 
The prairie chicken has all 


but disappeared from the grain fields of the mid- 
dle west; the wild turkey from all sections of the 
country but Texas. 
The mighty buffalo herds 


vanished in a generation. There used to be elk 
even in the prairie states, as well as antelope; 
these are now to be found only in such states of 
the west and northwest as are peculiarly calcu- 
lated to afford them sanctuary. It was and is in- 
evitable that the larger animals should give way 
before encroaching civilization. Deer promise to 
survive the longest. They were once as plentiful 
in Pennsylvania, Kentucky and other forested and 
more or less mountainous states as they, could 
have been in California. 
The preservation of 


songbirds, which are mos'tly insectivorous, is a 
matter of education rather than 
of legislation. 


Since their plumage for millinery has been 
ta- 


booed, nobody except the predatory boy who has, 
without proper consideration, been provided with 
a gun. now slaughters song birds. 
In all States 


ducks and geese are protected, always in the in- 
terest of hunters. 
But California is now facing a 


situation that no other state has been called upon 
to face. 
Sections of its agricultural area have 


been found specially adapted to rice culture, 
which is menaced by waterfowl. While there wns 
nothing else to be considered, their protection by 
law was not questioned; but when their preserva- 
tion menaces an industry of great potentiality, 
then an altogether different situation is presented. 
And nothing will conduce to the most advant- 
ageous settlement of it so much as discussion.

McAdoo's "Heart to Heart1' 


The fatherly style which characterises some of 


the circulars sent forth by the Director-General 
of Railroads indicates that the drafting of them 
is attended to by himself when the matters treat- 
ed are heart-to-heart, and not left to subordinates 
trained to say things in railroadese. 
It will,be 


recalled thgjjQie late C. P. Huntington had the 
same habit, and often would wander away in his 
official communications and moralize over ques- 
tions that suggested themselves to his mind as he 
wrote. 
But Huntiugton's compositions 
canie 


nearer the status of correspondence. The Direc- 
tor-General's, being given consecutive numbers, 
are of a more official status, as though they formed 
a ;code to be referred to in future emergencies. 
Circular No. 51, for instance, reminds railroad 
employees that "hundreds of thousands" of them 
"received or will receive checks for back pay, in 
accordance with the provisions of the wage ortTfcr 
I approved May 25, 1918, and-Supplement No. 4 to 
General Order 27, issued on July 25, 191S"; that 
no better use of this windfall can be made than 
to put it into the fourth issuc^of Liberty bonds. 
It is explained that the money will be expended 
"to back the millions ctythe finest American boys 
ever .collected in a1 great army." 
"One and one- 


half million of these splendid boya are already hi 
France, and they have given the Idiiser a dose 
from which ho is staggering and from which he 
will never recover." The circular closes with this: 
"I want the railroad men and women of tho 
United -States to do more, it possible, than any- 
body else, because I want them to be among the 
first always in patriotism, in service and in sac- 
rifice to our great and glorious country. "We have 
the kaiser groggy—let us keep hitting hard now 
until he is counted out,"

Buckley's Reminiscences 


Chris'Buckley is being followed with much in- 


terest in his reminiscences, but there axe so many 
who were contemporaneous as to the times and 
personages of which he writes that he gets checked 
up occasionally.

Ballot Reform 


M<;n who have had experience at .Sacramento 


through legislative sessions foresee great activity 
at the session next,winter in recasting tho election 
laws. It has been a regular thing to tinker 1hc.se 
laws ever since the tapeworm ticket was exposed. 
The tapeworm ticket, by the way, was not the 
only method 
devised a half 
century ago to 


circumvent the independent voter. 
In Frank 


Leach's book of remurtscenccs several forms are 
given where, tho names are ingeniously twisted so 
that scratching was very difficult, if not impos- 
sible. The tapeworm ticket, it should be under- 
stood, was a ballot with the names "run in" in 
small typo, with no margin left on which 
fv> 


write a name if 1here was a disposition 1o sub- 
stitute. The first ballot re-form resulted from the 
scandal of this tapeworm ticket. It specified that 
tho ballot should be of a certain size and width; 
that the names of candidates should be printed 
thereon in "long primer caps/' and the offices, for 
which they were running in "long primer small 
caps"; ihat the paper should be of a uniform sh;e 
and color, furnished by the Secretary of State 
who had arbitrary power to determine its color; 
but anybody could print a ballot with any array 
of names, if it conformed in typ"e, size'and color, 
to ihe.se regulations: And ballots were peddled 
ai tho, polls by partisans and agents and can- 
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didajtes. Tliat: f'was' simple, and easily-fundcrstood 
and it docs seem that there was Jess trouble oyei 
elections; then* than there, is now. 
But ,.the 


Australian ballot idea found lodgment in the legis 
I'ativo 'brain, and ever since we have had succes 
sions of ''reform''enactments not onljNas to the 
ballot, but as to the method of preparing it anc 
the way^of casting it, until we have come to the 
complication that has deprived a party of a can 
didate. T,here will undoubtedly be offered a nurn 
ber of provisions to mend the breach, and we will 
start all.over;again and sail along on. a new tack 
until we come upon a new line of breakers.

As to a Presidential Visit 


Undoubtedly there was some political calcula- 


tions made, if not some candidate aircastles 
built, on the presidential visit, when it seemed 
foregone that the President was to come to Cali- 
fornia on a tour. .The time when he was to ar- 
rive would have been after the smoke from the 
primaries had decorously cleared and the con- 
tending hosts had squared away for, the main 
engagement. It was not expected that he.,would 
take an overt part in behalf of the candidate uf 
his party. He would not have had to. It had 
been well 'understood what the administration 
desired. 
It was unmistakably indicated by the 


activities of the Federal brigade. His mere .pres- 
ence would have been vastly helpful to the party 
candidate- But "all this was figured on a normal 
outcome at the primaries. It was not expected 
that the result would show such a split1 in the 
Democratic ranks as to leave the party without 
a candidate at all. Those who are seeing to the 
situation here, instead of being disappointed that 
the presidential visit has been declared off, must 
be inhaling deep breaths of satisfaction that such 
a result has eoine about. There would have been 
profound embarrassment for them had the Presi- 
dent landed here in such discord as now pre- 
vails. Explanations would have "been extremely 
difficult, 
and some leaders *-would~ have, been 


queered. A State whb?e administrative party was 
not sufficiently heedful of the

hunch to unite on it, the lack of solidarity re- 
sulting in-tte party losing representation at the 
head of the State ticket, would not have been in 
a position to play the host as graciously as might 
have been desired.

Bureau of Complaint 


By l)is'circular Xo. 50 Director General McAdoo 


of the United States Railroad Administration an- 
nounces that he has established a safety valve 
through which the groans, grouches ,and com- 
plaints of the public may find vcsit.

The Eternal Garbage Question 


There has as yet been no definite action as to ii 


more modern and economic way of disposing of 
the city's garbage-, the fact that there- has been 
any action at all being dhe to a Federal hunch 
that the present method is wasteful, insanitary' 
and obsolete. 
The Federal government is poking 


into such-things as it never did before. Valuable 
by-products and residues are nowadays retrieved 
from garbage. 
In.these days, when it is officially 


felt to be necessary to save on every hand to win 
the war, San Francisco's wasteful way has been 
noticed. 
There arc three things that stand ia 


the way of immediate settlement of this city's 
garbage problem that do not come out in the news 
reports. 
One of these is the perquisite that :'i 


member of (he board enjoys as a preferred pur- 
chaser of the table refuse from'the big hotels, and 
restaurants. 
Another is the considerable revenue 


derived by these hotels and restaurants from the 
sale of this residue. 
Pork is very high and feed 


scarce. 
Another is the .-large political clientele 


of tho scavangers, very important at election 
time. 
But for these, the proposition to accept a 


bid from one of the companies that make it a busi- 
ness to convert garbage into feed and to ex- 
tract fats and other substances could be followed 
with the utmost readiness. 
To 
accept 
such 


would be to interfere with a valuable perquisite, 
to interfere with an arrangement by which lead- 
ing hotels'and restaurants receive sums 
esti- 


mated to be-as much as §150 apiece a month, and 
to totally 
disrupt the nice block of scavenger 


votes. 
The Federal hunch that has worried the 


Board of Supervisors was communicated by .Act- 
ing Food Commissioner McKinney and was based 
on a ruling from Washington. 
This, cityjs sys- 


tem of collecting garbage by scavengers who 
are 


paid by the household is characterized as a '''good 
thing" for the scavengers. 
The cost is declared 


to be far. in excess of'that in other.cities, however. 
The waste resulting from non-segregation is Cou- 
dcmned, as well as the attitude of hotel.and res- 
taurant keepers toward modern garbage handling 
because of interference with the private sale of 
their table waste to hog feeders. 
Club Extends Its Lease 


The Union League Club has settled its tenancy 


for the next three years by renewing the lease of 
its present quarters, ,at O'Farrell 
and 
Powell 


streets. Its old lease will expire in search. It 
was for ten years and was negotiated during the 
boom after the fire, when downtown was rebuild- 
ing with such feverish haste as to disregard ex- 
pense. 
The lease called for a rental of §1500 a 


month. 
When affairs in the business district re- 


sumed normality it was found that this figure 
was too high.' It is now concluded that the club 
has paid §60,000 more than ;it should have .paid 
during/the period of its lease. 
This calculation 


is justified from the fact that it lias now secured 
a reduction of §500 a month for, the extension. The 
building is owned by the Jteagan estate. The club 
has fairly outgrown it, and in normal times would 
feel itself justified in branching out. One of the 
considerable detriments was tho uncertainty as 
to cost of alterations, and as to getting them, 
done at any cost

chases of supplies exceeding in value §500 rnus* 
be advertised for\and contracts awarded by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
By some sort of inter- 


pretation it had been established that the Board 
of. Works could make purchases without sucJi 
formula. 
But even if the charter method was 


adhered to it would be of no avail, for ^people 
will not bind themselves to furnish supplies at 
a future time for prices that prevail now. There 
has been anxious effort made to find a way_out. 
Of course, a public officer responsible for public 
funds doesn't generally feel like taking liberties 
with the law, especially after it has been par- 
ticularly construed for his guidance. 
Bars in Clubs 


A matter confronting all clubs and which is 


being more or less considered is the problem of 
the bars. 
These have not only been considered in- 


dispensable but have always been a source of 
revenue.^ The sale of "all liquors will have to be 
discontinued on the first of July, 1019.

So it became evident very early 


in the conference that no money 
could be obtained from the federal 
government for use in the Eastbay 
district by Eastbay'people, and that 
if tho United States Housing- Cor- 
poration 
spent 
any 
money 
they 


would spend it themselves and r.e- 
tain control of H at all times, just 
as The TRIBUNE explained, not long 
ago. 


But

present declared that the shipyards 
along Oakland harbor presented a 
aituatlon that was entirely outside of 
their jurisdiction, it was admitted 
that such plants'as the HaJJ-Scott 
Motor Works, Peet Bros., which is 
largely Interested 
in nitroglycerine 


contracts, and similar concerns pre- 
sented cases that might come under 
the control of the housing corpora- 
tion, though 
the 
officials 
thought 


that local people could handle any 
condition that might arise from any 
or all of these cases. 


When It came to an analysis of 


the situation It was found that about 
all that th« federal commission now 
on tho coast could do for, this side 
of the bay was to organize a survey 
of conditions as they exlat and pos- 
sibly help secure priority orders for 
the shipment of material for build- 
Ing-. 


But hero came another sticker— 


tho federal order published last week 
in The TRIBUNE that no building 
will bo permitted without the per- 
mission of the State Council of De- 
fense. 


The 'little understood order was 


explained by saying that the fed- 
eral government was working: very 
largely through the State Council of 
Defense In the matter of new con- 
struction, 
there, being no federal 


commission or official on the ground 
to take charge of that work. When 
applications are made for Priority 
orders for the shipment of materials 
for any 
kind of construction 
the 


State Council of Defense will 
be 


asked to Investigate the necessity'for. 
such construction and upon their re- 
port will depend whether such prior- 
ity orders will be Issued. 
Without 


a priority order it will be impossible 
to get any material shipped over a 
federal railroad. 


LIMIT ON SIZE. 


The visiting officials were at'ked if 


the federal government had placed 
a limit of $2,500 upon tho size of 
the house that they would allow to 
bo built, and the reply was that no 
absolute figure had been set but that 
the government would not 
frown 


upon homes costing $4,000 or even 
S4,600, but that'larger homes would 
be, stopped for tho time being. 
The 


case of a Philadelphia firm was citod 
where the firm started the construc- 
tion of 216 homes, the most expen- 
sive of which amounted to 59.000, 
and the government allowed priority 
orders for material for the entire 
316. 


Tho visiting officials seemed 
to 


want a new and complete survey of 
conditions, or what they called an 
"Inventory," 


Their suggestion as to what could 


be" done Was that the State Council 
of Defense be appealed to to appoint 
a local committee, one for the East- 
bay, 
district and one for the San 


Francisco side. This committee was 
to -be semi-official In its character 
and to bo a continuing one, work- 
Ing- under the State Council of De- 
fense, for handling local conditions 
that might arise and reporting* to tho 
stats council. 


The first duty of this local com-' 


mlttee was to be the taking of this 
"inventory," which was to be as 
nearly complete as possible, and not 
merely guesswork. 
It was to bo a. 


complete canvass of tiro Eastbay dis- 
trict arid a listing of every vacant 
house, flat or room. Families were 
to be canvassed and asked if they 
would, rent one or two rooms for 
war workers. 
Everything of this 


Kind was to be listed and a local 
office opened by. tho local committee. 
Then a canvass of tho plants cpi- 
gaged in war work was to be made, 
and the needs of these plants and 
the workers therein were to bo as- 
certained and an elfort made to meet 
these needs in a systematic manner. 


LIST EVEN ROOMS. 


The federal officials did not think 


that this would conflict with local 
rental agencies, but would work with 
them, for individual wants would be 
referred to tho rental agencies for 
^location. People who wanted to visit 
'a house before renting would bo re- 
ferred to tho agencies as nothing of 
this kind was .contemplated by tho 
committee.

Priorities Permit 


Full Text of the Rilling of the War Indus- 


tries Board Upon Building 


Millions in Contracts 


The question of what-constructlon 


may be done during the period ot tho 
war 'has been finally rdaced in the 
hands of all State Councils of. De- 
fense by thev War Industries Board 
of the United States. 
This Is the 


most important 
decision that 
has 


come from Washington 
in a 
long 


while, for upon this decision depends 
what Oakland will bo permitted to 
do in the matter of homo or other 
building construction. This decision 
was briefly Quoted in tho despatches 
during the week, but the decision In 
full has finally reached California. 


Tho War Industries Board does not 


try to control individual contractors 
or property owners, but it docs con- 
trol the shipment o£ all materials, as 
well as the production of such ma- 
terials, aa are needed in construction. 
:md without permission to obtain and 
to ship 
such materials 
attempted 


construction would be useless. 
The 


privilege t,o ship freight over gov- 
ernment controlled roads is called a 
"priority 
order." 
and 
without 
a 


"priority order" no shipments can bo 
made. The Priority Board, which is- 
sues these orders, is a subsidiary of 
tho War Industries Board. 


In order that tho general offices 


of the War Industries Board and tho 
Priorities Board be not too congested 
and lacking tho facilities for local 
investigations 
of 
applications for 


priorities orders for 
building ma- 


terials in the hands of 
tho State 


Council of Defense in 
each State. 


Tho recommendation of'-tills council,

MUST GET PKRMIT. 


So the Eastbay person, 
firm 
or 


corporation of local government body 
that wants to build a home, or a 
business block, or a. factory, or a 
school, or a hospital, or a bridge, or 
a pleco of roadway will havo to ap- 
ply to the State Council of Defense 
for a priorities order In order to get 
the material. 


The exact effect of thlg order upon 


building conditions In Oakland has 


(not 
yet been fully studied out. It is 


obvious that no work being done ac- 
tually by government agencies with 
government money will be iaferfered 
with, including railroad -Work upon

tho question of labor was endangered 
by lack of proper housing.
